MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR: 

Since June 2, when Senator Joseph R. McCarthy reportedly stated, "We 
have got a such more serious situation now in C oronunis t infiltration of the 
Central Intelligence Agency .... I aa disturbed beyond words by the situation 
in the CIA," we have seen 129 editorials commenting on CIA, the desirability 
of its being investigated by Senator McCarthy' s coranittee, or of its being 
checked upon by a Congressional committee of the type proposed by Senator 
Kike Mansfield. Of these 129 editorials, 122 might be called "pro", express- 
ing faith in CIA, trust in its leadership, or at least sufficient confidence 
to warrant support of Senator Mansfield's proposal. Seven have been classified 
as "anti".

Mr. Chairman: 

During the course of the just concluded "Arxy -McCarthy" hearings you have 
made allegations regarding the security of the Central Intelligence Agency which 
must not stand unchallenged. I assume you would not have made such statements 
unless you have information you believe to be accurate that you think will 
support your charges. 

In order that I may fulfill my oath of office, which requires me to defend 
our Country against all its enemies, both foreign and domestic, I ask you to 
furnish me with the information on which your charges are based. 

Tou will recall that on 22 October 1953 I wrote to you asking that you 
furnish me with any information you might receive regarding CIA personnel; to 
date you have not furnished any such information. 

Ho one is more anxious than I to have this Agency and its security activ- 
ities improved wherever possible. I will have an immediate and thorough and 
objective investigation made of any charges against CIA's personnel or its 
organization or methods if you will supply the information you may have. 

It might also be helpful to our Country if, when you receive any critical 
information regarding this Agency, you advise the informant to furnish such 
information to me. Be assured that investigation will be made in every case. 

The comfort which the Kremlin and the rest of the Communist world must 
secure from unsubstantiated and untrue charges against this Agency, and the 
confusion such allegations do cause in the countries of America's allies, are 
surely matters of grave national importance of which you must be aware. 

I await the information.
